SALARY IS STIPULATED 


AT RATE OF $3,000 


Farm Bureau Will Make Up Dif- 
ference Between Present Wage

At a meeting of the Rush coun- 


ty board of education in the 
court house Tuesday afternoon, it 
was decided to employ Herschell 
VanMatre, county agent here two 
years ago, in that position again. 


In connection with this the 


board of education made the fol- 
lowing motion: "We move that 
Herschell VanMatre be employed 
as Rush county agent at a salary 
of $3,000 a year, of which amount 
$2,480 shall be raised under the 
present arrangements, any de- 
ficit to be provided by the Rush 
county Farm Bureau." 


O. S. Williams, who was asked 


to resign his position as county 
agent here last week, drew a 
salary of $2,480 annually, which 
amount was paid for as follows: 
$1,000 from- the state through 
Purdue university; 
$480 from 


Federal funds through Purdue; 
and $1,000 out of county funds. 
The county also provided him 
with $740 for traveling and other 
expenses. 


Should VanMatre accept the 


offer to return to Rush county he 
would receive $2,480 as it is de- 
rived from the present sources 
and the additional $520, which 


would receive to mak3 the re- 


quired $3,000, will be paid by the 
Rush county farm bureau until 
such time as the county council 
sees fit to appropriate an addi- 
tional amount.

Dr. Eugene Lyman risk, medical director of 


the Life Extension Institute has mad? an alarm- 
ing statement to the effect that the death rate of 
Americans past the age of 37 had iucrsasrd al- 
though other civilized countries show no im- 
provement in death rates "t every period of life. 


This may alarm us a bit, but it alsi should 


cause us to pause and consider what, is bringing 
such a condition to pass in spite of all the efforts 
being made toward the prolonging of life.

the human body. charact-erirtic of al! civilized 
people end the "failure in this country to show 
the improvement in this situaiion that is evi- 
dent in other civilized countries."
